««*TpHE earth Is the Lord's and the 
L ftillness thereof; the world, 
and they that dwell therein" (Ps. 
24:1). The man who knows the Lord 
recognizes that the material and the 
spiritual world are both Cod's, and 
that there is in the final analysis no 
dividing line between the secular 
and the sacred. 

To keep our thinking straight 
about the story of Job, we quote an 
excellent summary by Dr. B. L. 
Olmstead: "Our lesson today 
stresses the works of God as seen 
in nature. The longer lesson of a 
few chapters (Job 38-41) consists of 
the whole of the Lord's answer to 
Job out of a whirlwind after the 
dialogue with the three friends Is 
completed, and after a youthful by- 
stander, Elihu, had undertaken to 
give Job an answer (chs. 32-37). 

"While Elihu was speaking, a 
storm came op and Ellhn used It 
to portray the greatness, mystery 
and nnsearchableness of God (ch. 
37). Elihn uttered many troths, 
but he did not rid himself of the 
error that Job was suffering for 
his sins. When he had finished, the 
voice of God was heard out of the 
storm"— (Arnold's Commentary). 

We find in the selected Scriptures 
of our printed lesson— 
I. The God of Creation (w. 1-7). 

JOB'S friend Elihu had made a 
rather good speech, but he had 
missed the real point of Job's test- 
ings. So the Lord rebukes him as 
one who darkens counsel "by words 
without knowledge." 

How aptly that expresses much 
that is going on In our day. Brilliant 
men, leaders in science, economics 
and government, but without the 
true knowledge which comes from 
a simple faith in God. are now fill- 
ing this already confused world with 
millions of words. 4 

Yes, words, words, words, that 
really darken the truth about God 
and his plan for the world. They 
flow from the radio, the press, 
the pulpit, from everywhere, and 
only add to the confusion. 
God now brings Job to his feet 
(v. 3). He Is to stand up like a man 
and answer God. Where was he 
when God laid the foundations of 
the world?

I Frederick Kuh, foreign corres-

HENRY A. WALLACE 
WEATHER-MAKER 

In an oblique reference to the 
political effects of Henry A. Wal- 
lace's speech at Washington's 
Water Gate, Representative Jack- 
son (Rep., Calif.) gave the House 
a weather-forecast of the day 
Wallace was speaking.

"Gentle, variable winds eman- 
ating in Eastern Europe will in- 
crease to tornado proportions and 
all loose items in the way of 
foreign policy and dollar credits 
should be battened down. To- 
morrow, fair and warmer." Chi- 
cago Sun). 



World News Flashes 

The Liberty Bell, like "The 
Shot Heard Around The World" 
was heard in many lands July 
4th of this year. From Presi- 
dent Truman down, speeches held 
out the hope of freedom, peace. 
Thomas Jefferson's words and 
those of Patrick Henry w 
recalled. World settlement 
problems were thrown into the 
lap of Uncle Sam and the United 
Nations Organization. Patience 
will be required, expressions as- 
serted. The Marshall plan, 
nounced by Russia, upheld 
other countries is still causing 
excited discussion with a big 
Paris conference on Saturday of 
this week. Franco is to rem< 
in Spain, Peron pledges Arg< 
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tries "so severely punished by 
the war." Indnesia wants to be 
free and asks Uncle Sam's aid, 
India is to be partitioned, but 
for a time, at least will continue 
as part of the British Common- 
wealth. Japan would like to 
get back to normal quickly, and 
is making the effort. 

Spanish voters July 6 ratified 
a law confirming Franco as Chief 
of State for life and setting up 
a method of choosing a king 
regent to succeed him. .It v 
the first election in Spain in 
years, and passed off quietly. 
Government officials said 80 per- 
cent of the electorate turned oul 
—90 percent voted for the succes- 
sion law. Franco can name his 
successor. The referendum con- 
stituted Spain, "a Catholic, so- 
cial and representative State 
which, in accordance with 
tradition, is a kingdom." 

A group of 20 educators, 
churchmen, led by Joseph) 
Daniels, Dr. Robert M. Hutchens, 
University of Chicago chancellor; 
Rev. William J. Miller, president 
of the University of Detroit, and 
others, in Washington, Sunday, 
July 6, opposing universal mili- 
tary training as part of an arms 
race theory that would bring or 
" titanic showdown conflict" with 
Russia, urged rejection of the re- 
cent report of President Truman's 
Commission on Universal Train- 
I ing, saying, it is based on an 
implied assumption that " war 
with Russia within a decade oi 
two is inevitable." They said 
Universal Military Training is an 
out-moded form of military 
preparation in the atomic age 
and "gives a nation the feeling 
of power without the reality of 

Arabs, "up in arms" and i 
series of speeches threatened 
other revolt in Jerusalem early 
this week unless the United Na- 
tions met their demands for sov- 
ereignity and steps were taken 
further to end sale of Arab lands 
to Jews. They also threatened 
to strengthen the boycott against 
Zionist goods. Revolution was 
promised "as something that can- 
not be avoided unless Great Brit- 
ain proclaims our independence,' 
in a rousing speech by Jamal 
Husseini, Arab Higher Commit- 
tee chairman. 

With the Pakistan vs. Hundus- 
tan partition question still on, 
(Moslems vs. Hindus) Mohandas 
K. Gandhi in New Delhi warned 
his followers July 6, of the pos- 
sibility of war. The spiritual 
leader of the Hindu-Moslem Con- 
gress Party said "every son and 
daughter of India is preparing 
for war on a common plea of de- 
fense," and in a prayer, he said, 
"I pray God to lead us to light 
from this darkness." The Idea of 
India being turned into a 
chering battlefield with 
world watching the tragic drama, 
he said, was "painful and hum- 
iliating." The history of Europe 
"will be repeated in this India," 
he said. Voting on the partition 
referendum, to continue 11 days, 
reported to be proceeding 
peacefully.

LATE POTATO PESTS 

The same insects and diseases 
afflict late potatoes as bother the 
early crop, but their injury is 
intensified by the slower grow- 
ing weather of the late summer. 
Besides, one other disease may 
need adding, the late blight that 
took such toll of last year's late 
crop, in some places. 

Insects are the Colorado beetle, 
black fleabeetle, potato leafhop- 
per, and blister beetle or "old- 
fashioned potato bugs." For all 
four DDT is the control. 

The best way to apply it is in 
a spray, using the wettable pow- 
der form recommended for fly 
control in barns and on cattle. 
No oil form should be used on 
potatoes. Wettable DDT comes 
in two strengths, 50 percent and 
25 percent. Of the 50 percent, 
2 level teaspoons per gallon of 
water makes the spray, or one 
pound 50 gallons; with the 25 
percent kind, 4 teaspoons per 
gallon. A gallon of spray should 
cover about 200 feet of row. 

DDT comes on the market, too, 
in 3 percent and 5 percent dust, 
ready to use. One pound should 
cover about 300 feet, with a good 
duster. 

The time to start application is 
just when the sprouts of the po- 
tatoes break through, and two or 
three should follow, 10 days to 
2 weeks apart. What is accom- 
plished is that insects do not even 
alight and the leaves go about 
their business of making potato 
starch without hindrance. These 
sprayings have increased the 
crop by a third. 

The blights cause the leaves 
to dry up before their "dying- 
down" time, and then potato- 
forming stops. Blight germs are 
everywhere present, blowing 
about in the air, and their control 
is to cover the potato leaves and 
stems with copper so that' the 
germs cannot gain foothold. 

Spraying is recommended, 
ing home-mixed 4-4-50 bordeaux 
but more convenient are any of 
the new fixed coppers needing 
only to be dissolved in water. The 
amount (of the kinds made spe- 
cifically for spraying) is 2 level 
teaspoons per gallon of water. 
One gallon of spray should cover 
approximately 200 feet.

While vegetable gardens got off 
to a late start, generally speaking, 
due to the weather, most gard- 
ners are enjoying chard, lettuce, 
radishes, onions, peas and beans. 

Vegetables should be picked 
when table quality is highest and 
used as soon after harvesting as 
possible. Young, tender vegeta- 
bles have much better flavor and 
besides the plants will continue 
to bear longer if they are not 
allowed to mature seed. 

Plant only a week's supply of 
lettuce or radishes at a time.

Urge Care To Save 

Late Crops Of Hay 

Because of the loss of much 
early hay, due to wet weather, 
dairymen at the University of 
Kentucky College of Agriculture 
are urging special effort to save 
later hay crops. 

The milk-producing value of 
hay, they say, depends on the 
kind of hay crop, stage of ma- 
turity when cut, weather condi- 
tions and methods of curing and 
storing. 

Tests made in Ohio showed 25 
percent more feeding value from 
red clover hay cut before any 
heads turned brown, compared 
with clover cut when most of 
the heads were brown. 

Experiments at the U. S. Ex- 
periment Station at Beltsville, 
indicated that the most 
feeding value is saved when hay 
is put in silos. Barn drying ranks 
between field curing and storing 
. the silo. 

Alfalfa silage retained 7 per- 
cent more dry matter and 17 per- 
cent more protein than field- 
cured hay and produced 12% 
percent more milk per ton of dry 
matter fed.
